The meeting convened at 11:58am

II. Welcome & Introductions: None 

III. Presentation on Proposed Mobile Food Vendor District: On July 13 th , the Fashion District BID 
invited Officer Linton and the Southern California Mobile Food Vending Association (SCMFVA) 
to speak to the Santee Alley Association about a proposal to create a “Special Event” Vendor 
District. The proposal is to create a Mobile Food Vendor Zone that would create rules for the 
Mobile Food Vendors. The Zone would allow for a certain number of mobile food vendors, hours 
for vending, and types of vending and specific locations that would be allowed for vending. Book 
My Lot presented the proposal to the Board for set-up and management of such a zone. Similar 
zones have been created with great success, including Wilshire across from LACMA, Abbot 
Kinney’s First Fridays and Granada Hills. Leddy will be meeting with the Council office and 
Book My Lot, the organizers to discuss moving forward. 

IV. ACTION ITEM: Approval of Minutes: June 16, 2016: Mark Cohen moved to approve the 
minutes for June 16, 2016. Brad Luster seconded. The motion was approved by unanimous 
decision. 

V. Finance Committee Report: Board Members received and reviewed the six month financial 
report. Jose Gonzalez announced that through cost reduction, despite anticipating a deficient of 
over $200,000, the deficient is currently at $22,000. Board Members also received the 2015 tax 
return for review and approval. Mark Cohen reported that the Finance Committee recommends 
approval of the 2015 Tax Return. John Van den Akker moved to approve and file the 2015 
Tax Return. Jorge Flores seconded. The motion was approved by unanimous decision. 

VI. Ad Hoc Search Co. update: There is no report and an update will be provided at the next 
meeting. 

VII. Board Chair Appoints Election Committee: Rena Leddy informed Board Members that she will 
need at least three volunteers to form an Election Committee. They will be tasked with vetting and 
reading the applications submitted by candidates. The one restriction is it cannot be a Board 
Member who is running for a position. John Van den Akker, Jorge Flores, and Mark Chatoff 
volunteered. 

VIII. Operations Committee Update: Laurie Rosen reported that in the last two months vehicular 
robberies have increased in the District. She also announced that BID Officer Garces who won 
Officer of the Year will be leaving at the end of July and our Safe Team is currently down by 5 
officers. 

IX. Image & Communications Update: Rena Leddy announced that the committee has released and 
sent out sponsorship packages to various companies in the hopes of raising $15,000 for this year’s 
Urban Dinner Party. She ask Board Members to distribute the sponsorship options to any 


organization who might be interested in assisting with the production of this event. 

X. BID Renewal Update: Kent Smith presented Board Members with a letter from the City Clerk 
outlining the timeline for renewal. Smith suggested that the Board start exploring options for a 
consultant to assist with the renewal process. 

XI. Executive Director’s Report: Kent Smith reported that Mike Feuer spoke at the BID Consortium 
regarding ordinance 5611 and the injunction on LAPD. According to Feuer, they are going into 
another round of mediation and he is confident they will reach a resolution this time around. 

XII. Adjourn: The meeting adjourned at 1:42pm.
